MAIN LINE LEAGUE 



Eight-club Circuit Formed and 
Officers Are Elected 

The Main Line League lias re- 
organized lor the 1917 season. At the 
annual meeting of the league at its 
headquarters at Narberth it was voted 
to maintain an eight-club circuit as 
(luring the 1910 season. The election 
of officers was unanimous and re- 
sulted as follows: President, Freder- 
ick L. Rose, of Narberth; lirst vice- 
president, A. A. H. Canizaries, Wayne; 
second vice-president, John H. Cooper, 
of Paolf, and secretary-treasurer, 
Charles A. McCrea, of Berwyn. This 
will make the sixth season in the 
handling of the league affairs for the 
president and secretary, and it is 
principally through the efforts of 
President Rose and his activity in all 
lines that the league has overcome 
obstacles and completed a successful 
record. 

The circuit will comprise six home 
clubs and two traveling teams, as fol- 
lows: Narberth (champions), Autocar 
Club, Ardmore; Wayne, Bon Air, Paoli 
P. It. R. and the Haverford club in 
place of Berwyn, with the traveling 
teams of R. G. Dun & Co. and the 
Merion club. 

Application was filed by Manager 
W. W. Kurtz, of the well-known 
Fourth Street Base Ball Club, for a 
berth in the league, and, as the Ber- 
wyn club had no Tepresentative pres- 
ent or indications for a league club 
this season. Manager Kurtz's applica- 
tion was accepted and the team will 
play on the Haverford grounds. The 
calibre of this club is established 
and it should prove a isubstantial addi- 
tion to the league, as will also the 
team to travel under the name of the 
M.erion Club, under the management 
of Jack Collins. 

The season will be divided into two 
sections of fourteen games each the 
winner of each section to play each 
other at the end of the season for the 
entire season's championship. This is 
a new departure in base ball and is 
being tried as an experiment, it should 
lieep the interest stirred up through 
lbs entire season. 

The president appointed the follow- 
ing experts as a schedule committee: 
Mr. A. A. H. Canizares, Wayne; Mr. 
Chas. A. McCrea, Berwyn; Mr. Chas. 
A. Humphries, Narberth. 

If the enthusiasm of the eight man- 
agers and the high-class of the dif- 
ferent teams is any criterion this will 
be the most successful season the 
league has ever experienced.

BREAD an'ST WEIGH POUND 



No Loaf Welirlilnjr Less May Be Sold 

in Pennsylvania I'mle'r Proposed 

Act 

No loaf of bread weighing less than 
one pound can be sold in this city or 
State under an amendment to the 
State pure food act of July 24, 1913, 
introduced in Harrisburg, Monday 
night by Senator Endsley, of Somerset 
county. The amendment would estab- 
lish one pound and two pounds as 
standard weights for a loaf of bread, 
but would permit a loaf weighing 
more than two pounds to bo sold. 

"In no case, however," it reads, 
"shall any bread be sold unwrapped, 
unless the weight thereof is plainly 
and conspicuously tagged or branded 
thereon, nor shall any bread be sold 
in wrapped packages unless the con- 
tents thereof shall be plainly and con- 
spicuously marked on the outside in 
terms of weight." 

Another section of the act would be 
amended by the bill offered by Sena- 
tor Endsley so ithat no commodity, for 
which a standard weight is provided 
by law, shall be sold except by •weight, 
and poultry must be sold by weight. 
All meats sold in wrapped packages, 
the bill says, shall be considered com- 
modities and no such wrapped pack- 
age of meats shall be sold unless the 
contents are plainly and conspicuous- 
ly marked on the outside in terms of 
weight. 

Senator Burke, of Allegheny, intro- 
duced a bill providing that all food 
sold by weight, measure or count 
shall be plainly marked as to weight, 
measure or count.

Turnpike Company Opposed the Action 
of Main Line People— 21. Cents Toll 
on ."J Miles— Stock Dividend :!0 Per 
Cent. 



A jury appointed by the court in 
response -to a petition with many 
signers who would have Montgomery 
avenue, in Lower Merion, freed of 
tolls, has been sitting in Court Room 
No. 2, hearing testimony this week. 
Irvin P. Knight is master. N. H. 
Larzelere represents petitioners; 
Neville D. Tyson the turnpike com- 
pany, and Freas Styer the county. 

The first witness, and the only one 
heard Tuesday morning, was Milton 
R. Yerkes, an engineer. With Engi- 
neers Cresson and Mebus, represent- 
ing the county, Mr. Yerkes made 
soundings of the turnpike and testified 
that the roadway is of amesite and 
Bermudez construction, about one 
foot in depth, or about twice as deep 
as roadways are usually constructed. 

The portion that is sought to be 
freed of tolls, which are declared to 
be burdensome and excessive, is five 
miles in length, and extends in the 
eastern corner of Lower Merion to the 
Philadelphia line. The tolls taken for 
the distance amount to 26 cents for 
an ordinary touring car. 

The jury is composed of John
